he Propoſer lately fold a Field of about four Acres,

factory, might be very profitably employed in Agri- 

culture and Gardening, but more particularly in rai- 
ing Roots for the Food and Increaſe of live Stock, 
both Beaſts and Fowls; and in the Care and Manage- 
ment of the ſame ; which would be very advantageous 
to the Public, though, perhaps, at firſt attended with 
ſome extraordinary Expence to the City. This might, in 
part, be conducted on the Plan publiſhed in the Year 
1696, % for Colleges of Induſtry of all u/eful Trades and 
Huſbandry,” an Extract from which is here annexed ; but, 
with Reſpe@ to thoſe that have not been taught any 
Trade, and eſpecially Women and Children, they may, 
in general, be employed in _/pinning ordinary T bread and 
Yarn, to make Clothing and Bedding for the Aſylum, 
and alſo in waſhing and mending the Clothes, and o- 
therwiſe aſſiſting and providing or the helpleſs People 
in the Aſylum and ſeveral Hoſpitals. 
Elderly Women, turned of 60 Years of Age, that 
can produce good Characters for Sobriety, Honeſty, and 
Prudence, may be entruſted with the Inſpection and 
Care of others, as Matrons, and alſo as Teachers in the 
inferior working Schools, when they have ſufficient A- 
bilities.

A gad Education, though with but a little Eſtate, 
makes a happier. Man than a great Eſtate without it.— 
For, the firſt not only ſupports the Name of his Family, 
but raiſeth a Name and Family to himſelf; whereas the 


latter, many Times the more rich, the more wicked; 
and only pleaſed when at once he is making an End of 


Body, Eſtate, and Name, together. 


And, whatever ſome Men may think, there requires 
more Care, as there is more Difficulty in breeding than 
feeding Children; for, upon their proving good, depends 


the good Succeſs of all a Man's Induſtry. For, an evil 
Child, in few Years, ſpoils the Labours of whole Ages 
his Predeceſſors have been gathering. And as Debau-
